If there is anything that makes a 
cotton country perk up its ears, eyes 
and step it is when “ old man cotton 
begins to roll”. 
This is a fine fall. It looks like 
an old timer season 
with 
cotton 
large, fluffy and green and bounti­ 
ful. Everything looks bully. 
Cotton is late as it 
should 
be 
when the season is wet. Cotton 
is 
good, better and best in Jones coun­ 
ty, depending just where you 
are. 
It is opening much faster in 
the 
south part of the county but on the 
north side it appears to be ranker 


and better, and later. 
The cotton reporting season start­ 
ed two weeks later in Jones county 
than even its neighboring county of 
Taylor. Later opening causes that. 
The first official report for 
this 
district and all of Texas from the 
Department of Commerce, 
Bureau 
of the Census, wras to include Sept. 
15 and made known on Sept. 23. It 
generally gave all districts of 
the 
state a smaller ginning than 
*he 
date of the previous year. Last year 
same date Texas had 1,485,415 bales 
compared with 935,374 this 1940.
